Washington, .July 2.— The monthly 
public debt wtati'ineut w.is is.iuwl yester- 
day in an entirely now form. Ic cum- 
bines both the sectretary's statement of 
the poblic dabt, and the United States 
treaaorer's monthly atatmnent of MMsts 
and UataiUtiM, htretoloM i«Md wp 
arately. 

CJomparison with the last niontlily 
statement aud the statement issued .Inly 
1, 1890, shows au increase in the i)uMic 
debt during the past month of about live 
millionH, and a net reduction during the 
past fiscal year of 122,000,000. 

Tlie .surplus in the treaeury tod.'iv in 
the new form of statement is placed at 
$.");{, 8!»8, 808, or ab(jnt five millions less 
than a month a^o, with no chjtut^e in the 
interest bearing; debt of tlie ^on eruzneut 
during the n;ist moiitii. The bonded debt 
t<Klay is fHlO. .">■.!!», 120. iiiiide tip in round 
numbers of )j;.')(;(),0(»(i,(MK) tonr%iiiid f.')0,- 
600,000 four-aiid-a half per rt;nt. bonds. 

Secretary Tuster last ni^ht f;ave out 
the following; statf'Juent explannt< iry of 
the clian^tetl form of the uicntiily debt 
statemeMt and the da)l> ■^tatoi/unt of 
cash in the treiisury. wliirh will here- 
after be issueil : "Heretofore the man- 
ner and make-up of tlie monthly state- 
ment re(]nired the showing of an in- 
crease or (Ifcrejise in the public debt. 
Under this font; it has happened on sev- 
eral occasion.s that whim lar^'e pun hcLses 
of bonds were made the sl.itemeiif fnl- 
lowing would show iui increase of the 
public debt when a reduction had really 
been effe< ted. This was owing to the 
fact that thi' principal and i)remium 
paid for bonds reduced the cash on hand 
beyond the amoOBt Of boodi aotiulljr 
redeenjed,'" 

The secretary has concluded after 
much thought on the subject to separate 
the statement of the debt from the state- 
ment of tht' cjudi in the treasury. Here- 
after the stateinetit of the cash on hand 
will show the net iiicrea.>ie or decrease 
from month to month, hjh^ this state- 
ment will be a part of the form now 
adopted. In in;(king uj) the new state- 
ment of the ciu^h in the tieasnr\ the 
figures will plainly show the ditferent 
kinds of money included in the tot-;d. 
Against this total will be 8tat«'d the cash 
liabilities. This part of the new form 
will take the place of the aesets, and 
liabilitiefl statement heretofore issued by 
the treasurer. 

In former debt statements the ac- 
crued interest and interest due and un- 
paid have appeared as current liabilities. 
Tticse itetns nave been eliminated. The 
secretary iKilda that if accrued interest 
may be charged as a liability against 
cash, then wi^ equal propriety accrued 
salaries can be so cmurged, or in like 
manner the accrued liMility tor the 
construction of pnblio bnildingB or for 
the improvement of rivers and harbors. 
The matutt-d debt item is made up for 
the remnatii of bond and other forms of 
indebtedness remaining unpaid from 
the toiuidation of the government. It 
is a«Bume<l that less than 2^ per cmt. of 
these will ever be presentiAl for pay- 
ment. They are now, as heretofore, 
carried on the debt statement, bitt not 
as a liability against cash. 

The secretaiV also calls attention to 
four items ef liability against the cash 
in the treasury amounting to $51,000,000, 
comp<;s«'d: First, of the five per cent, 
fund held for the redemption of uncur- 
rent National bank notes, which sum 
can only be reduced by the retirement of 
National bank circulation. The secre- 
tary thinks this amount ought to be cov- 
ered into the treasury, as was done re- 
cently for the fund for the redemption 
of failed and retired National banks. 
The probability is that this nun will be 
increased during the coming year instead 
of being reduced. 

Second, the item of outstanding checks 
and drafts which rarely ever faUa below 
15,000,000. 

Third, disbursing officers' balances now 
amounting to tibout thirty -four million 
dollars. This money is in the treasury 
aud in the government depositaries to 
the credit M disbursing officers, and t«l> 
dom falls below the present amount. 

Fourth, agency accounts made up 
mainly of postal revenues and subject tu 
the draft of the postmaster general. 
This, too, rarely falls below |A,000,000. 

These four items, he says, if held by a 
bank could be safely loaned up to nine- 
tenths of the total sum. The secretary 
will not hereafter deduct from his casu 
balance the amotmt on dsposlt in na- 
tional banks nor the fractional silver 
coin on hand. 

The government receipts from all 
sources during the past fiscal year aggre- 
gated $401,680,716, or about one mil- 
lion and a kalf less than during the pie- 
ceding year. Costoms reteipts were 

} 1310,900,658, Of about ten million 
ess than during the preceding year; 
inten)al revcuQe receipts were |l45,- 
948,281, an increase over the preceding 
year of three million and a quarter, and 
receipts from mis<3ellaneoas sources 
were nearly thirty-six millions, about 
five millions greater than in the preced- 
ing year. 

On the other hand, expenditures dur- 
ing the fim-ui year just closed were $388,- 
606,824, against $318,040,710 during the 
preceding year. Seventeen millions and 
a half of tliis iucrease is found in the 
prnsiou charge of $124,415,110 for the 
past yvM. Civil and miscellaneous ex- 

reuditures during tlie year amoimted to 
i 10. l.S0,389, an iaorease over the preced- 
ing year of nearly thir^ millions. In-

What Boakefeller Says Aboat the Stand- 
ard la Knrapa. 

Nkw Tobx, July 8.— Recent dis- 
patches from Beriin called attention to 
the eff ort,s being made by the Standard 
Oil coini»any to secure the contnd of the 
distrihutina; facilitie^i of ( Jerinany and 
Italy aud intimated that the company 
aime<1 at a doal with the Nobet Brothers, 
of Russia, so as to ostnldish a monopoly 
in the trade of America and Russia. 

The Standard Oil people a<lmit that 
they have become int«rested in com- 
panies in (Termany and Italy similar to 
the Anglo-American -company, which 
handles American oil in England, but, 
according to The lYibone, wey deny 
tliat thevt' are any negotiations on foot 
with the Ru.ssiaa petroleum magnates. 
The combinations abroad that have been 
set on foot are declared to be for the 
purpose of facilitating the warfare of 
American petrolcom against the Bnssian 
product 

William Baokerellev Talks. 

William Rockefeller said : "The cable 
dispatdies are substantially correct as 
reipuds otir interest in the German and 
Italian companies. This simply means 
that we are det<Tmined to have Ameri- 
can oil bandied in the most economical 
fashion, so as to lay it down to the con- 
sumer at the lowest possible cost This 
is an absolute re(iuisife t<) meet the com- 
petioB of Ku.ssiau oil, and that is all 
there is to it. We have no de- 
sire to ac(iuire control of the 
Russian fields, imt, on the contrary, we 
are doing all in onr fiower io meet aud 
defi-at their coiupi'titii>n. Everything 
that has bi-en done abroad has been 
strictly legal and designed for the pro- 
tection of the Amerk'an arti<'le. i'he 
eft'e<t of the arrangMuents we have 
made will l>e beneficial to the prtsluciiig 
indu.stry here, for the Russian coiufieti- 
tion muHT lie overthrown if the Ameri- 
can industry is to Ih- uiaiutained." 

JumeK M4-(.ee'H Vtewft. 

James McOee, another trustee of the 
Standard Oil trust, also denied emphat- 
ic ally that any deal with the Russian 
oil power was on f(>ot. "'We have taken 
some interest in German companies," he 
said, "intended to cheapen Ame^can 
oil abroad and enable us to beat back 
Russian competition. The consumer is 
benefited by the contest and ought to be 
glad to see any measure of competition 
adojjted which will prolong the struggle 
to his advantage. As regards the talk 
of removing duty on hnrel oil in Ger- 
many, it is of little consequence, as the 
groater part of the imports of American 
oil is in uulk. "

It was stated a few days ago that all the 
Judges of the Court of Appeals and 
Superior Court were in favor of the new 
Constitution. This is true, with a single 
exoeptioa. Jndge Toung of the ktter 
court is opposed to the new organic law. 
Judge Holt has not committed himself 
folly, hut his expressions asfkr as he hat 
gone are favorable. 

The Ix>uiaville Poet has been interview- 
ing the Judgaa, aaA thalr opinions as 
published in that paper are given below. 
Commenting on the matter, the Post 
says: 

li anything were wanting to convince 
the people that the new Constitution is 

the best thing for their interest, that it is 
free from the objections urged against it 
by the opposition, the fact thatthe Judges 

composingthe two highest courts of the 
Commonwealth are, with the exception 
of two, outspoken in Its iavor, should 
remove the la.st vestige <rf doubt. If the 
new organic law were so iniquitous as is 
laimed by some, such able Jurisits'as 
Judges Pryor, Bennett, Lewis, Barbour 
and Yost would not be warmly advoca- 
ting it. * * * The objection which 
controls Judge Young in the matter is 
the abolition of the Superior Court, to 
which bench he was recently elected. 
This is an objection which will not, how- 
ever, strike the peo]>le so forcibly as it 
has the .fudtre. ' • " * 

' Judge Pryor stands at the very head 
of the Judiciary of the State. His long 
xperienco on the Ci'wvt of .Appeals 
bench, with his great natural ability and 
purity of character, s^ve bis opinions a 
value that attaches to no other man on 
the bench." 

"Yes, I'm for the Constitution," said 
Judge Pryor to the Post, " and I think 
that the people are going u> adopt it. It 
was made for the masses as against aggre- 
gated capital, and while no injustice has 
been done to the one the interests of the 
other are much better protected. It is 
vastly superior to the old Constitution. 
The vital points are the provisions with 
reference to taxation and those reforming 
the legislative department. The princi- 
ple that the money otabank should bear 
an equal share of the burdens of govern- 
nent with the poor man who has bis all 
invested in a little home is sound in 
theory and eminently just in practice. 
The inhibition of special legislation is 
another strong feature and one that 
touches tlie interests of the people nearly. 
The mere details of government are not 
tal to thepeoj)le, and if mistakes have 
been made in them they can be remedied 
by means of the open clause. There are 
tllin^'H in the new instrument that I 
object to, but these very matters might 
commend the instrument to somebody 
For instance, there is the secret 
l)ailui, w hich 1 dou't fancy. The people 
generally, however, like it and want to 
give it a trial. The main thin^' is, how- 
ever, the right of eullrage and the mere 
form of exercising it is not vital. It is a 
matter of ^impossibility to frame an or- 
ganic law that would suit every one. 
There are too many conflicting interests 
and opinions to harmonize matters tothat 
extent, but I think the gentlemen who 
shaped the new Constitutieo have suc- 
ceeded reasonably welL" 

Jndge Bennett, of the Court Appeals, 
said " Yes, I'm for it. 1 think the good 
features largely counterbalance those 
that are objectionable, and through the 
medium of the open clause, we can get a 
first class instrument within ten years if 
we haven't what we want to start 
with. One of my 'objections is to the 
system of taxation. I don't think that 
banks ought to be taxed the same as 
other property when they are limited by 
law in the earning capacity of their 
money, the legal rate of interest having 
been fixed at 6 per k»nt. And then I 
think a mistake was made in prohibit- 
ing counties from voting aid to railroads. 
There ought simply to haye been a re- 
striction upon the extent of the aid to be 
given. However, as I have statclbefore, 
these objections are outweighed by the 
comiftendable featoiw d the new instru- 
ment, and take it all la all it is bettor 

than the old." 

Judge Lewis, also of the Court of Ap- 
peals, replied: " You /OM.'Mjr t am 
strongly for it, because I fhlidE it a better 
instrument than the old. That equalisa- 
tion of taxation is one of its best features. 
Then, too," he continued, "the doing a way 
with special legislation is going to be a 
great thing for our people; it will save 
the Steto thonsands of dollars and stop 
the lobbying that has been going on. 
The open 'clause is a great feature, too. 
It will enable the people to adjust their 

Otganiclaw to their needs." 
Judge Barbour, of the Superior Court 



bench, said : " I have b(?en for it all the 
time. Take it generally and it is very 
much bettor than the old. I like the 
})rovisions on taxation, the inhibition of 
special legislation and the uniform system 
of laws provided to take the place of the 
present heterogenous mass, ruder the 
present arrangement we have in many 
cases laws that are almost as varied as 
the counties, the provisions and penal- 
ties being hardly the same in any two. 
Then there is the new Appellate Court 
system. The bar has been so unanimous 
in demanding it that 1 desire very much 
to see it tried." 

Judge Yost of the Superior Court, has 
expressed his views on the subject freely 
heretofore, and thej are winaly in Iavor 
of the new Constitution. 

Tlie Boat has also obtained the opinion 
of Judge William Lindsay, of Frankfort, 
on the subject and he, too, is in favor of 
it Judge Lindsay repUed: -WM, let 
me say, to begin with, that I was oppos- 
ed to the calling of a Constitutional con- 
vention. I saw in the drift of affairs a 
conflict between capital and those people 
who consider their interests inimicable 
to aggregated wealth, and I feared that 
one or the other would get control of the 
body and would abuse its power in shap- 
ing the organic law. The convention, as 
is well known, was pervaded by a strong 
anti-corporation sentiment, but in look- 

ing over its work I was very agreeably 
surprised at the moderate use that was 
made of iti power. What waa done was 
in the dire<'tion of preventing corpora 
tions from abusing their powers." 

And then among other tilings he said 
"I think that the general system of taxa- 
tion proposed by the now instrument is 
likely to result in a more uniform and 
equal apportionment of taxation than 
we have heretofore had. And while it 
may he doubtful whether it wouldn't 
have been better to have permitted local- 
ities to sssist in the building of railroads 
in w hicli they have a .special interest it 
is better to abolish that power than to 
have it subject to the abuses that have 
grown up under th" existing Constitu- 
tion. • • • I yee nothing in the pro- 
posed Constitution that is likely to Inter- 
fere with legitimate progress or to dis- 
courage the investment of capital in Ken- 1 
tucky interests. The truth is, we've been 
discounting the future during the last 
four or five years to a degree that is not 
entirely healthy, and with or without 
Constitutional changes we'll haye to 
check speculation until we can realize 
some of the anticipations we've been go- 
ing in debt for as though we already had 
the future in hand." 

Speaking of Judge Lindsay, the Post 
says: "He has been called the Titan of 
the Kentucky bar. His opinion upon a 

law point carries with it more weightt 
both within and witliout the legal fra- 
ternity, than that of any practitioner In 

the Commonwealth. Not onl v is he well 
grounded in his profession, but his gen- 
eral knowledge is such as to moke him 
an authority upon all public questions."

almminiim. says: "This interesting metal 
has at last reached the stage of actual 
j>rodiiction. and the 1'nit.ed Htat«'s is now 
one of the leading pritducers. The all- 
important feature of tlie industry at 
present, however, is the effort by new 
proces.'^e.s to reduce the cost of making 
metal. Pi'oininence is. therefore, 
given to a < oiK i3e and very exact re- 
sume of the methoils of e.xtraction of 
aluminum, and the results for a number 
of years, with other valuable informa- 
tion relating to this industry. The pro- 
duct of the census year lHf<U was 47.4t!8 
I>oiind8, including aluminum in alloys, 
valued at il!!»7,.'J38. The principal sonn-ee 
of aluminum have heretofore Ijetai cryo- 
lite from Greenland, and imjjorted 
bau.xite, but recent discoveries of baux- 
ite have been made in Arkanaaa which 
will no doubt lead to the more axtMiaiTe 
use of the domestic article."
